WHAT IS INDIA? 


XCEPT in generalities, the average 

man knows very little about India. 
Space there has not been annihilated, 
as in our western civilization, by tele- 
graphs, newspapers, books, telephones, 
movies and wireless. To comprehend 
a country even slightly, you must visit 
it. Vo know it still better, you must 
live in it. And to know it best of all, 
you must not only live in a country 
but siudy its people, their customs 
and mode of living. I dont suppose 
2 per cent of Americans have had the 
of seeing India. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that we have the 
habit of speaking as if it were a coun- 
try like France or Italy, instead of a

We are apt to forget that India has

THE HIGHWAY TO 


INDIA 


ROM the dawn of history India 
bas been the victim of invasion 
after invasion. What of the gateway 


through which these invasions came? 
A little north of latitude 34, a natural 
cut in the mountains, runs for a dis- 
| tance of 20 miles from Jamrud on the 
edge of the tran Indus plain to an 
| open spot at Landi Khana on the bor- 
| der of Afghanistan. It is known as 
| the Khyber pass. 

Until the advent of sea power this 
historie highway constituted practi- 
eally the only channel through which 
eould enter the many influences which 
| have played so large a part in shaping 
the destinies of India. It provided 
the main inlet through which flowed 
the tide of Aryan stock which took 
root in the fertile soil of the Ganges 
valley and gave to the world the rich 
gift of Indian thought and civilization 

Many centuries later, though still 
300 years before the Christian era, a 
western civilization, lured by the story 
of the richness of the country whien 
lay beyond, for the first time trod its 
stony path. This was the invasion of 
Alexander the Great. A thousand years 
after Christ came another conqueror, 
Mahmud of Gazni, opening up another 
momentous chapter in the story of the 
continent. Mahmud was out for plun 
der and he met and defeated the Raj- 


puts at Peshawar. This marked the 
| beginning ot the Mohammedan inva- 


sion which was to end in the Mogul 
dynasty, the splendor of whose sway 
is perhaps unsurpassed in the annals 
of the world. 


Today the Khyber pass plays a less 
historic part, but is still, as it was 
before, the main land thoroughfare be- 
tween India and central and western 
Asia, 

By an agreement made with the 
Afridis towards the end of the tast 
century, the safety of the pass was 

p entrusted to the Afridi tribe, which 
provided a body of men for patrol and 
escort duties. More recently this corps 
was placed on a regular basis—paid, 
armed and officered by British officers, 
and became a regiment known as the 
Khyber Rifles The road as now 
metalled and graded. and you may 
travel it in comfort by automobile ana 
view the great fert of Landi Kota, 
the altimate outpost of Great Britain 
in the direction of Afghanistan.

Along many of the streets of Mobile, 
and in some of the park areas there 
are trees that will not last many more 
years. Young trees should be coming 
on to take the place of these old trees. 
It would not cost much and it certain- 
ly would worth while.—Mobile 
Registe?.

face of the board shall be securely 
attached to wooden stringers, which 
stringers shall run continuously the en- 
tire length of the structure. There 
shall not be less than one (1) stringer, 
two (2) inches by four (4) inches in 
dimensions for each four (4) feet or 
fraction thereof that the surface of 
such board is in height; provided, 
however, that when the advertising 
surface of a bill board does not exceed 
ten (10) feet, six (6) inches in height, 
three (3) wooden stringers may be 
employed; the one to which the top 
edge of the advertising surface is at- 
tached shall be two (2) inches by six 
(6) inches in dimensions; the one to 
which the middle of the advertising 
surface is attached shall be two (2) 
inches by four (4) inches in dimen- 
sions and the one to which the lower 
edge of the advertising surface is at- 
tached shall be two (2) inches by six 
(6) inches in dimensions. Each wooden 
stringer shall be attached to each post 
with three (3) 30d nails. 

The vertical posts shall be braced by 
wooden braces two (2) inches by six 
(6) inches in dimensions, one brac® 
to each post; each brace to be securely 
attached to the top or within two (2) 
feet of the top of each post with three 
(3) 40d nails. The lower end shall be 
securely attached with three (3) 40d 
nails to a redwood anchor post not 
less than four (4) inches by six (6)| 
inches by five (5) five feet in dimen-| 
sions, said anchor post shall be set 
back of the vertical post a distance} 
equal to one-third of the total height 
of the bill board above the ground and 
said anchor posts shall be set not less 
than four (4) feet in the ground and| 
in such a position as to make an all-| 
gle of approximately ninety (90) de-| 
grees with the brace. A _ cross piece | 
fourteen (14) inches long of two (2) 
inches by six (6) inch redwood shall 
be securely nailed with three (3) 30d| 
nails across the back of the lower end | 
of the anchor post and a _ piece of | 
redwood two (2) inches by six (6) by} 
eighteen (18) inches in dimensions| 
shall be securely nailed with three (3) | 
30d nails across the front of the anchcr | 
post six (6) inches below the ground 
surface. Redwood anchor posts not 
less than four (4) inches by six (6) | 
linches by five (5) feet in dimensions | 
|or concrete or steel anchor posts or 
|other types of equal strength may he 
substituted for the foregoing. | 

Signs with a circular advertising 
surface of not to exceed ten (10) feet 
in diameter may be erected on one (1) 
post or standard, such post or stand- 
ard to be of redwood not less than six 
(6) by eight (8) inches in size; and to 
be set not less than four (4) feet in 
the ground and to extend to the top of 
the advertising surfce of the sign, the 
circular surface of the sign to be at- 
tached to two (2) inches by four (4) 
inch stringers which in turn shall be 
securely nailed to the vertical post. 

The foregoing specifications shall 
not apply to any bill board erected a- 
gainst the side of a building provided | 
it be securely fastened to such build 
ing and provided further that in the 
opinion of the Building Inspector such 
board and construction be securely and 
safely built. 

Nothing in this section shall be 
deemed to prohibit the erection of any 
bill board according to specifications 
differing from those hereinabove con- 
tained, but no bill board shall be 
erected, constructed or maintained in 
the City of Menlo Park unless the 
same be built to withstand a wind 
pressure of twenty (20) pounds per 
square foot of exposed surface. 

Section 8. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to erect, construct or main- 
\tain within the City of Menlo Park 
any bill board unless the surface 
thereof be constructed of metal or 
other noncombustible material. The 
posts or standards upon which the 
structure rests and the ornamental 
|moldings, cornice, braces, pilasters or 
|columns and lattice work may be of 
| wood. 
| Section 9. It shall be unlawful for 
| any person engaging in or conducting 
the business or occupation of Outdoor 
| Advertising or Sniping to paste, post, 
|nail, tack, or otherwise fasten any 
|cloth, paper or cardboard, banner, 
|handbill, poster, sign or notice upon 
any wooden-faced bill board, fence, 
{pbuilding or other structure or surface, 
|unless a surface of metal or other non- 
combustible material is first provided 
| therefor. 

Section 10. It shall be unlawful for 
/ahy person except a public officer or 
|employee in performance of a public 
|duty to paste, paint, print, nail, or 
\tack, or otherwise fasten any card, 
|panner, handbill, sign, poster, or ad- 
|vertisement or notice of any kind or 
|cause the same to be done on any 
|curbstone, lamp post, pole, hydrant, 
| bridge, wall, or tree upon any public 
| sidewalk, street, alley, or other public 
|place except as may be otherwise per- 
|mitted or required by law. 
| Section 11. It shall be unlawful for 
| any person owning, controlling or 
|maintaining any bill board within 
|said City to fail, neglect or refuse to 
jremove or to keep removed any and 
pau weeds, rubbish and inflammable 


material from the base thereof for & 
distance of ten (10) feet in all direct- 
ions therefrom. 


Section 12. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to maintain any bill board 
or painted advertising surface in said 
City unless the name of the person 
owning or maintaining the same be 
plainly affixed on or over such board 
or surface. 

Section 13. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to exhibit, post or display 
or to cause or permit to be exhibited, 
posted or displayed any immoral or 
unlawful act, suggestion, business or 
purpose. 

Section 14. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
erect, construct or maintain any bill 
board or to erect, construct or main- 
tain any surfact on which to paste, 
post, nail, or tack or otherwise 
fasten any cloth, paper, or 
cardboard, banner, handbill, sign 
or notice, as required by Section 
9 of this Ordinance, upon any property 
without first obtaining ,the written 
consent of the owner or the authorized 
representative of the owner thereof, 
and a written permit from the Build- 
ing Inspector. 

Any person desiring such building 
permit shall submit to the City Counciy 
of the City of Menlo Park an applicat- 
ion therefor. Such .application shall 
set forth the location on which it is 
proposed to erect such bill board or 
surface, describing the same by lot or 
block or by any other description by 
which the same may be readily located 
and identified. If the application 
shows that the erection, construction 
and maintenance of the proposed bill 
board or surface is in accordance with 
all the requirements of this Ordinance 
the City Council shall direct the 
Building Inspector to issue a building 
permit therefor upon the payment by 
the applicant of a fee of fifty cents 
(50c) for each bill board or surface to 
be erected and maintained. The City 
Council shall have full power and 
authority to refuse to grant any permit 
for the erection, construction and 
maintenance of any bill board or sur- 
face under this ordinance when it ap- 
pears to the satisfaction of said Coun- 
cil that the erection, construction or 
maintenance thereof would be detri- 
mental to the public peace, health, 
safety, morals or general welfare. 

Section 15. It is hereby made the 
duty of the Building Inspector of the 
City of Menlo Park to cause all bill 
boards to be regularly inspected and 
to report to the City Council when any 
such bill boards, or the conditions 
surrounding the same are found by 
said Building Inspector to be unsafe 
or unsanitary or otherwise maintained 
in a manner contrary to the provis- 
ions of this ordinance. 

Section 16. Every person, whether as 
principal, agent, employer or employee 
erecting, constructing or maintaining 
or permitting the erection, construct- 
ion or maintenance of any bill board 
or surface contrary to the provisions 
of this ordinance, or otherwise violat- 
ing any of the provisions hereof shall 
be deemed guilty or a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punishable by a fine not exceeding 
Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) or by 
imprisonment not exceeding ninety 
(90) days or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and each such person 
shall be deemed guilty of a separate 
offense for each day during any por- 
tion of which any violation of any pro- 
vision of this ordinagce is so com- 
mitted, continued or permitted. 

Section 17. If any section, sub- 
section, sentence, clause or phrase of 
this ordinance is for any reason held 
to be unconstitutional, illegal or 
otherwise invalid, such decision shall 
not affect the validity of the remain- 
ing portions of this ordinance. The 
City Council hereby declares that it 
would have passed this ordinance and 
each section, sub-section, sentence, 
clause and phrase thereof, irrespective 
of the fact that any one or more other 
sections, sub-sections, sentences, 
clauses or phrases may be declared 
unconstitutional, illegal or otherwise 
invalid. 

Section 18. All Ordinances or parts 
of Ordinances of said City in conflict 
with the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed. This ordinance 
shall go into effect upon the expira- 
tion or thirty (30) days from and 
after the date of its final passage.
